PASSENGERS LOCKED 
IN; CARS SET ON FIRE 


Victims Are Slain Trying to 
Escape; Obregon’s Daugh- 
ter Dead or Wounded. 


Mexico City, April 20 (By A. P.).— 
Between 50 and 100 helpless passengers 
were slaughtered by a great force of 
revolutionaries or bandits who held up 
a Guadalajara-Mexico City train last 
night, after killing the train’s entire 
escort of 60 soldiers. The bandits 
drenched the coaches with gasoline and 
kerosene and set them afire, and as the 
terrified passengers tried frantically to 
climb out of the windows to escape in- 
cineration, they were shot down. The 
slaughter took place near Limon, state 
of Jalisco. 

Of recent outrages, this is declared 
to have been the worst in Mexican ter- 
ritory. The attack came almost with- 
out warning. Suddenly the train was 
halted while passing through a desolate 
territory, and the attack, some reports 
have it, was begun by from 500 to 
1,000 armed men. 


Lock Doors and Apply Torch. 


They made short work of the mili- 
tary guard; then locked the doors of 
the coaches, applied the torch to the 
oil-soaked wood, and by the light of 
the flames that instantly shot up, 
poured savage fusillades into the bodies 
of the passengers as they hung half out 
the windows in an attempt to reach 
the ground. 

First reports reaching Mexico City 
said that all the passengers -had been 
killed, but President Calles later re- 
ceived information that about half of 
them had escaped. The presidential 
office also received. reports that three 
Catholic priests had led the attacking 
party, characterized by the government 
as “rebels,” numbering a little more 
than 200. 

The railroad authorities were of the 
belief that the train carried from 100 to 
200 passengers, ‘and their estimates were 
that between 100 and 160 persons were 
killed or injured. 

Former President Obregon’s daughter, 
Coquita, who is the wife of an army 
officer, Col. Ponce de Leon, is reported 
among the dead or injured. No Ameri- 
cans are known to have been on the 
train. 

Guards First Killed. 

There is a belief current in Mexico 
City that the outrage was the work of 
revolutionists, as was the case in the 
recent attack on a Laredo-Mexico City 
train, to discredit the Calles adminis- 
tration as much as possible, both at 
home and abroad, and focusing foreign 
attention on the revolutionary condi- 
tions in Mexico. 

Relief trains and troops have been 
rushed to the scene of the holdup and 
the survivors have been taken to 
Irapuato. 

The attack on the train was evidently 
well planned, for the rebels or bandits 
tore up the tracks between the stations 
of Limon and Feliciano, The engine 
was derailed, but the coaches remained 
-on the tracks. The soldier guards were

A special committee of the Minnesota 
State senate tonight exonerated United 
States Senator Thomas P. Schall of 
charges of violating the corrupt prac- 
tices act in his 1924 campaign.

MARINES ARE FIRED. ON 


Managua, Nicaragua, April 20 (By A. 
P.).—American bluejackets came into 
armed conflict this afternoon with a 
band of 50 men wearing red hat bands 
and carrying a red flag. After a brief 
engagement the “reds” retreated, leav- 
ing three dead. 

There were no casualties among the 
sailors. 

Defying the orders of the United 
States, prohibiting fighting within 
2,000 yards of a railroad, the band at- 
tempted to take the village of Posol- 
tega. The attacking forces were op- 
posed by 24.-bimejeckets. Posoltega is 
near Chichigalpa, where fighting was 
engaged in last night. One liberal was 
killed in the fighting at Nagarote. 

Conservative .forces are entraining 
along the railroad in the hope of clear- 
ing out the liberal bands. 

American marines in Nicaragua were 
fired upon three times at various 
points last night and today. There 
were no casualties. 

Early this morning a train with con- 
servative reinforcements was sent from 
Managua to Nagarote, the scene of last 
night’s incident. The train carried a 
marine guard. When it arrived at 
Nagarote and the conservatives alighted 
they were met with shots. The marines 
likewise were fired on and returned fire 
with machine guns. There were no 
casualties among the marines.

Editor Avers W. C. Gloth 
Drank While Going 
to Convention. 


ATTORNEYS DECLINE 
ROLE OF PROSECUTOR 


A. F. Garner Is Named After 
Conference; Woman Admits 
Drinking With Defendant. 


Arlington county courthouse was the 
stage on which yesterday was enacted 
the first act of one of the most unusual 
political battles. in the history of the 
county, when Commonwealth Attorney 
William C. Gloth was placed on trial 
on charges of drinking in public made 
by Thomas D. Bailie, editor of the 
Chronicle, an Arlington county weekly 
newspaper. . 

Mr. Gloth was charged with ‘five in- 
stances of public drinking and of being 
indiscreet enough on each of the five 
occasions to permit whoever saw him 
to be aware of the fact. The episodes 
with which he was charged went back 
to June, 1924, when he was accused of 
being under the influence of liquor in 
the course of a trip of county Demo- 
cratic leaders to Norfolk to attend the, 
State convention. Mr. Gloth was ac- 
cused of stumbling over a chair and of 
taiking loudly at a meeting .of the 
county representatives on the river 
steamer which carried the party to Nor- 
folk. 

The question before the court is 
whether Mr. Gloth should be removed 
from office on the basis of the complaint | 
made by Mr. Bailie. The editor cited 
his accusations of drunkenness as evi- 
dence of the prosecutor’s unfitness for 
office and challenged him to show cause 
why he should not be removed. 

One of the charges was nolle prossed 
by Judge C. Vernon Spratley. when it 
was discovered that Mr. Bailie had ac- 
cused Mr. Gloth of being intoxicated at 
the Marlboro race track at a time when 
the races were not being run at the 
track. 

Refuse to Prosecute. 

The trial got off to a poor start, from 
the viewpoint of the prosecution, when 
fifteen attorneys, one after another, 
excused themselves from prosecuting 
the county prosecutor. Threé of them, 
Amos C. Crounse, Walter U. Varney 
and W. Thomas French, said they -in- 
tended t6é run against Mr. Gloth in the 
November elections and begged, conse- 
quently, to be excused from prosecut- 


ing him. 


“This thing has got to stop some 
time,” Judge Spratley declared, with a 
trace of tartness. ‘“‘We’ve got to have 
this case prosecuted. In all my expe- 
rience before the bar I have never seen 
a situation ilke this.”

New York, April 20 (By A. P.).—Three 
talesman became jurymen in the Sny- 
der trial today, joining Foreman Will- 
iam E. Young, selected yesterday. The 
first juryman of the day, Charles B. 
Meisner, was agreed on early in the day. 
Harry Arnold and Albert R. Kreamer 
were approved later in the day. 

The increase in the jurymen to try 
Henry Judd Gray and Mrs. Ruth Sny- 
der, charged with the murder of Albert 
Snyder, the woman defendant’s hus- 
band, was made after 74 talesmen 
passed in review. All records for the 
three days of the trial in Queens county 
were broken, both in number of jurors 
accepted and talesmen examined. The 
first day saw 50 examined and none ac- 
cepted. Yesterday only 1 was passed 
out.of 37, while today 3 of 74 were 
found acceptable. 

Justice Towsend Scudder, presiding, 
again carried the court session into the 
night, and, after filling and emptying 
the jury box six times, filled it again 
‘before adjournment. The last twelve 
| will be questioned tomorrow. The total 
of talesmen who have filed in and out 
of the box reached 161 as the examina- 


tion of the sixth group was completed. 


More than a third of the talesmen 
disqualified for cause today were turned 
aside because of conscientious scruples 
against inflicting the death penalty. 
Ten in one group of twelve held up 
their hands signifying lack of accord 
with the law decreeing the death penalty 
for first degree murder. 

The fourth juror was obtained late 
today within a few moments after the 
third. The fourth juror is Albert R. 
Kreamer, of College Point, a clerk. He 
was the 147th talesman to be examined. 

Harty Arnold, 29, of Ridgewood, was 
selected late today as juror No. 3. 
Arnold was the 142d talesman ques- 
tioned since the trial opened Monday. 
He is unmarried and gave his occupa- 
tion as “unemployed.” 

William B, Meisner, of Springfield, 
was. juror number two. He was the 
ninety-first talesman to be examined. 
Meisner is a landscape gardener, some- 
what beyond middle age. He had with- 
stood questioning for half an hour as 
to his fitness. He was the fourth tales- 
man of the day to be questioned.

90-Degree Temperature 
Equaled in Only Six of 
Last 55 Years.

The most severe electrical storm 
Washington has had this year descend- 
ed on the city last night to break a 
temperature so unseagonably high that 
it only has been equaled in 6 of the 
last 55 years. 

The Capital sweltered yesterday af- 
ternoon under far South temperature, 
the official thermometer at the United 
States weather bureau registering 90 
degrees at 3:45 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon just in time to welcome the thou- 
sands of employes of the government 
departments and private offices who 
poured into the streets at the end of 
their day of work. In only 6 of the 
last 55 years has. the temperature 
reached 90 degrees in April, according 
to weather bureau statistics. In 1872 
the mercury reached 90 on April 26. 
For three days, April 17, 18 and 19, in 
1896 the temperature climbed to 92, 93 
and 92, respectively. 

A temperature of 92 degrees was re- 
corded April 30, 1910, and in.1915-there 
were three days of heat similar to that 
of yesterday, the official record show- 
ing a -temperature of 93 degrees on 
April 25, 94 degrees on April 26, and 95 
degrees on April 27. On April 25, in 
1921, the thermometer registered 90 de- 
grees and on April 23, in 1925, the tem- 
perature was 93 degrees. For the bal- 
ance of the other 49 years since 1872, 
the temperature was more in keeping 
with the season of bursting buds and 
flowering blooms. 

There will be showers this afternoon 
or tonight, while this morning will be 
overcast, the weather bureau said. The

Detroit, April 20 (By A. P.).—Dece 
laration of a mistrial tomorrow morn- 
ing was the inevitable ending for 
Aaron Sapiro’s $1,000,000 libel suit 
against Henry Ford foreseen tonight 
when Sapiro and his chief of counsel, 
William Henry Gallagher, agreed that 
they could not oppose the part of the 
four-point defense motion alleging a 
woman juror had granted a newspaper 
interview. 

The other three points, that the 
juror, Mrs. Cora Hoffman, misstated 
her husband’s business, and that she 
had stated falsely she had no interest 
in the case, and that Mrs. Hoffman 
conversed with a “Kid” Miller, who 
was alleged to have engaged with and 
to have been on friendly terms with 
Sapiro were termed by Sapiro and Gal- 
lagher a “perfect frameup.” 

The defense motion for a mistrial, 
supported by fifteen affidavits, thir- 
teen of them by Ford organization de- 
tectives, one by a Ford Motor Co. em- 
ploye, and by a Ford attorney, was 
filed in court late today and a halfi 
hour later copies of: the motion and the 
affidavits were delivered to Sapiro 
and Gallagher. — 


Interview Is Ground Enough. 


“The third ground, the giving of an 
interview to a newspaper, is sufficient 
in itself to warrant the granting of a 
motion for mistrial if the court 60 
desired,” said Gallagher, in a formal 
statement issued after a hurried 
perusal of the motion and the affi- 
davits. 

“It is not my intention to attempt 
to debate the ground for mistrial as. 
far as the interview in the Detroit 
Times is concerned.” 

Sapiro; in an affidavit prepared for’ 
filing tomorrow morning as part of the 
formal reply to defense motion for a 
mistrial, denied that he ever had 
spoken with any juror beyond the oce 
casional exchange of greetings, that he 
had discussed the trial or any matter 
connected with it with or within hear- 
ing of a juror, or that he ever had 
suggested to any person that he com- 
municate with any juror. 

“Deponent believes and alleges the 
fact to be that defendant’s counsel 
have been using every means to delay 
or prevent the personal appearance of 
Henry Ford for examination before this 
court; and that the affidavits filed in 
this cause by the detectives attached 
to the defendant’s staff were made and 
framed in a desperate attempt to ace 
complish that purpose and to secure 


exhaust the resources of this deponent’ 
and defer or prevent the necessity for 
the appearance of Henry Ford,” con- 
cluded the affidavit. 


Told to the Court on April 7. 


It developed ‘that the allegations 
first were laid before Judge Fred M. 
Raymond April 7, when the Ford at- 
torneys held a mysterious 25-minute 
conference with him. 

Possibility of proceeding with eleven 
jurors should Mrs. Hoffman be declared 
ineligible vanished when Stewart Hane 
ley, speaking for Ford counsel in the 
absence of the chief, Senator James A. 
Reed, pointed out that the motion 
had requested that the entire jury be 
dismissed. 

“We could not, in fairness to all 
concerned, proceed with eleven jurors 
under that condition,” he said. 

Gallagher and Sapiro expressed their 
willingness to proceed with eleven 
jurors, and, if a mistrial was declared, 
to move for a new trial immediately. 

In the affidavit of William Orth, the 
Ford Motor Co. employe, who also is 
related to Mrs. Hoffman, it was ase 
serted that on Sunday evening, Febru- 
ary 27, last, he heard her say “she 
hoped she would be chosen for service 
in the Ford case, and if she was it 
would not be very healthy for ‘old man 
Ford,’ as she did not like his methods 
or anything about him.” 

Other affidavits alleged that while 
Mrs. Hoffman represented in her pre- 
liminary examination that ker hus- 
band, William Hoffman, was engaged 
only in the plumbing and heating 
business, his principal business was op- 
erating a “public saloon or blind pig.” 


Offer of $10,000 Alleged. 


Hoffman, according to the affidavit 
of Frank R. Gervais, a Ford investi- 
gator, said on April 19, last, that he 
knew about an offer of $10,000 to his 
wife by “Kid” Miller, and that he had 


told her that if she could get that 


amount she could get $15,000 just as 
easily. Several of the affidavits re- 
ferred to Miller’s association with Mrs. 
Hoffman in the Federal building cor- 
ridor off the court room, and two of 
them asserted Sapiro and Miller had 
locked arms and conversed intimately 
and earnestly in the corridors.

Found Unconscious on Street. 


‘Cornwell said he was met at the door 
of the ward by a physician and a nurse. 
They said, according to Cornwell, when 
he asked that the man be treated, “Is 
he a patient here?” Cornwell told them, 
he ‘said, that he had found the man un- 
conscious in the street only a few 
moments before and was unaware of 
hia identity. 

The physician told him, Cornwell 

said, that he would have to receive per- 
mission from the veterans’ bureau be- 
fore he could treat the man. Leaving 
Cornwell holding the unconscious man 
in his arms the physician, Cornwell 
said, went to a telephone and called the 
bureau. After- ten minutes, Cornwell 
said, he asked that he be allowed to 
place Mellor in a bed.

Mellor, it was 
distovered at Georgetown hospital, was 
suffering from a serious case of epi- 
epsy. After receiving treatment per- 

ssion was obtained for Mellor to be 
admitted to Mount..Alto hospital, and 
he was removed there.

Memphis, Tenn., April 20 (By A. P.). 
The menace of flood disaster in the 
lower Mississippi valley grew tonight 
as Arkansas felt anew the grip of the 
swelll waters and guardians of-de- 
fenses in another State along the river 
doubled their efforts to save lives and

ing the levee at Clarendon, 
Ark., the White river early today surged 
through that town of 3,000 inhabitants 
and changed its streets into foaming 
whirlpools where boats, men, animals 
and swaying houses were tossed about 
in disorder. Reports of loss of life 
to tardy residents of the lower sections 
were unconfirmed until relief agencies 
could explore the stricken town. 

Driven by a break in the Arkansas 
river northwest of Little Rock, the 
flood charged down in‘a diminishing 
wall upon the ‘town of Levy and moved 
on to widen the inundated area in 
North Little Rock, across the stream 
from the capital. 

The Little Rock municipal water 
plant was abandoned late today. Three 
or four days’ supply of water remained 
in the reservoirs. Later a refreshed 
crew of workmen was recruited and 
rushed back to occupy the plant in a 
continuing battle to hold it. 

Many Towns Preparing. 

Along the 100-mile St. Francis river 
basin, between New Madrid, Mo., and 
Helena, Ark., inhabitants of a_ score 
of towns and of farms were making 
preparations for the advancing waters 
which moved southward through a 
crevasse in the St. John’s bayou levee. 
From New Madrid, an unhappy Venice, 
the overflow was moving through the 
valley of the Little river, Big lake and 
a drainage ditch toward the St. Fran- 
cis proper at Marked Tree. 

Preparedness was announced in 

towns of the St. Francis valley tonight. 
Local communities were providing shel- 
ter and food for refugees, who brought 
in their live stock and movable goods 
from the bottom lands. Authorities be- 
lieved that the danger had been exag- 
gerated and that ample means were 
available to meet the situation. Sev- 
eral days will elapse, they pointed out, 
before the waters will add materially 
to the present stages on the St. Fran- 
cis.

Springfield, Ill., April 20 (By A. P.).— 
Relief workers struggied through coun- 
try roads, turned into quagmires, and 
forded flooded streams today to reach 
isolated districts in central Illinois, 
swept by a tornado, which lashed 
through ten counties, killing .22 persons 
and causing damage conservatively es- 
timated at more than $1,000,000. 

As forces mobilized to bring relief to 
the tornado sufferers, a new crisis loom- 
ed in southern Illinois. Waters of the 
broad Illinois river threatened Beards- 
town. It was expected a 23-foot stage 
would be surpassed today, and the city 
was preparing for the worst. 

The death list from the tornado may 
be increased. Six or more of the seri- 
ously injured may die. Fifty-three 
persons were injured badly enough to 
require hospitalization and 30 received 
minor injuries that required only first 
aid treatment. . 

The United States weather bureau 
definitely established today that the 
disturbance was a tornado, It was 
thought at first the violent winds were 
a series of line squalls. The govern- 
ment observer said the tornado started 
directly northeast from Calhoun county 
on the Mississippi river. 

The greatest damage was.done in five

Had Refused to Testify. 


Miss Mackayeé reversed her attitude 
late today and went before the grand 
jury, called to investigate her hus- 
band’s death. Miss Mackaye, when 
brought in by the district attorney this 
morning, fainted before the flashlights 
of news photographers and then, mo- 
mentarily revived, declared she would 
not testify. 


When the grand jury resumed its in- 
vestigation after the noon recess, Miss 
Mackeye went before it to testify. 

Miss Mackaye was quoted as telling 
the grand jury that she went to Kel- 
ly’s apartment, accompanied by Miss 
Helen Wilkinson, a friend at 5 o'clock, 
Saturday afternoon. 
when Kelly called Raymond’s home 
and accused the stage actor of talking 
about him. Later, in the Raymond home, 
according to the .testimony of Ethel 
Lee, negro maid, he denied that he 
knew the whereabouts of Miss Mackaye 
and then administered the beating 
which is said to have caused Ray- 
mond’s death. 

The actress was said to have been 
at Kelly’s apartment still when he re- 
turned after the fight and to have re- 
mained there until about 9 o’clock. 
Miss Wilkinson and Max Wagner, 
film actor and roommate of Kelly, also 
were said to have told the officers that 
Miss.

It was stated that more than 300,- 
000 troo are immediately available 
to Gen. CHiang Kai-shek to withstand 
any onslaught from Hankow, whereas 
only the meagerest force is available 
to the Hankow faction. 

The newly-established government at 
Nanking does not intend to break with 
Russia and asked the friendship of all 
countries, but insists upon the abroga- 
tion of “the unequal treaties.” 


Fighting at a Standstill. 


The campaign against the. north, 
which has been centered along the 
Yan valley for some time with the 
northerners regaining some of the 
gtound that they had lost in the past 
month, has been at a standstill for the 
past few days, reports from the Yang- 
tze indicating that rains had inter- 
rupted the fighting.

Cantonese is now in control of the 
means of communication with the 
eastern Yangtze district, it has become 
difficult to obtain authentic informa- 
tion from Hankow as to what plans 
the government there has made to 
cope with the Nanking faction. 

It was learned today that two cab- 
inet ministers have definitely been 
selected by the Nanking government, 
but their names are being withheld.

Soong 
is a brother-in-law of the late Sun Yat 
Sen and his dismissal has caused some 
concern among a portion of the Nan-

Six Communists Executed, 


Six prisoners described as com- 
munists and including the head of the 
Chinese Seamen’s union, were executed 
headquarters in the 
Shanghai. 

This brings the total number of 
agitators executed since the moderates 
began their drive against the reds to 
over 100, Other prisoners are awaiting 
execution. 

A mass meeting held in the native 
city today advocated aggressive mea- 
sures against the communists. A 
resolution was adopted supporting the 
newly formed moderate government 
under Chiang Kai-Shek at Nanking 
and demanding the expulsion of all 
communists from the Cantonese move- 
ment. 

It also called for the arrest of 
George Hsu Chien, minister of justice 
in. the Hankow (radical) government; 
Teng Yenta, chief of the political bu- 
reau there, and Michael Borodin, the 
Russian who has been acting as adviser 
to the Hankow regime. 

The resolution recommended the dis- 
patch of a telegram to Moscow, capital 
of soviet Russia, declaring that Boro- 
din, who was appointed as adviser by 
the late Sun Yat Sen, had used his 
position to stir up dissension. 


Russian Demands Rejected. 


Paris, April 20 (By A. P.).—Rejection

ment in connection with the raid on 
soviet buildings in the embassy com- 
pound at Peking, is reported in a dis- 
patch to the Indo-Pacific agency, The 
raid, on orders of the northern Chinese 
authorities, was carried out on April 6 


Three days after the raid on the 
soviet embassy compound in Peking, 
the soviet government ordered all the 
embassy officials to leave, and in a 
note delivered to the Chinese charge 
d'affaires at Moscow, made a series of 
demands. These included immediate 
evacuation of police from the com- 
pound, the release of all those arrested 
in the raid, and the return of all docu- 
ments seized, together with all money, 
personal property, household goods 


‘l1and books taken by the police. 


What was described as “perhaps the 
most illuminating document” seized in 
the raid was made public officially 
Tuesday by headquarters of Chang 
Tso-Lin, the Manchurian war lord, in 
control of the Peking government. The 
document, marked “strictly confiden- 
tial,” purports to be Moscow’s instruc- 
tions to the soviet embassy in Peking 
relative to the policy toward China. As 
quoted by headquarters, it urges the 
stirring up of mass animosity toward 
Europeans, particularly the British, 
and resort to any means to provoke in- 
ternational intervention in China, even 
to the extent of looting and murdering 
foreigners. 

The official communique setting 
forth the contents says the document 
is written in Russian and had been 
partly burned.

In Mascow Tuesday V. J. Chubar, 
president of the Ukraine council, pro- 
tested against plahs which he said were 
being hatched in foreign quarters to 
promote the secession of the Ukraine 
from the soviet union. Certain persons 
in the bourgeois countries, 
were negotiating with the self-styled 
Ukrainian government at Paris, and 
this body was receiving financial aid 
toward realization of its plans. 

The Ukraine borders on Bessarabia, 
the province which is claimed by both 
Russia and Roumania. Bessarabia was 
awarded to Roumania by the allied 
powers under the treaty of Paris of 
1920, but the soviet government has 
never recognized the award. 

The Moscow government protested to 
Rome last month against Italy’s ratifi- 
cation of the treaty.

a delegation to an international economic con- 
ference when: it is our policy to stand aloof 
from participation in foreign politics and even 
from economic discussions colored with inter- 
national politics. 

There have been other international eco- 
nomic conferences in Europe to discuss Euro- 
pean economics; but this is the first to which 
the United States has sent delegates openly 


‘and frankly, not as observers, but as partici- 


pants. None of these previous conferences in 
Europe has succeeded in contributing much to 
the solution of European economics. Perhaps 
it is thought that the United States might help 
Europe i: solving its problems. 

“To the suggestion that any active participa- 
tion in European economics by a delegation 
from the United States is perilous, it is well 
said that this delegation can not commit the 
United States to any policy or bind this gov- 
ernment or Congress to any program. 

The problems to be discussed at the Geneva 


“ conference include many of vital importancs 


to the United States. If the solution of eco- 
nomic problems as outlined and suggested ih 
the Versailles treaty is followed, it is con- 
deivable that the interests of the United Stat 
might suffer not a little. However, it is At 
sumed that the delegation from this country 
will not have power to enter into any engage- 
ments in that direction. 

The representatives of the United States at 
the Geneva conference should not leave the 
impression in Europe that the present eco- 
nomic policies of the United States as touch- 
ing other countries may be altered to suit 
Europe. The United States must be inde- 
pendent economically as well as industrially 
and politically. This is not isolation. it is 
safety. 


A GREAT HORSEMAN, 


During the present month there died in 
England, in comparative obscurity, an Ameri- 


ss can, whose name a few years ago Was on the 


tonzue of fhousands of his fellow citizens. His 


life was short, but into it was crowded such a 
variety of experiences and adventures in many 
lands as falls to the lot of but'few. A great 
horseman, George Archibald, was born at Oak- 
land, Calif., in 1890 and, before he was in- 
duced to go to Germany by Mr. Oppenheimer, 
he had ridden the winner of nearly every big 
race in the United States. In Germany he be- 
came the champion jockey, and followed his 


the war, when ‘he came back to the United 
States for a brief visit. Sailing then for 
Rotterdam, he was advised at that port by the 
American Ambassador to Germany that he 
could go on to Berlin, which he did, and in 
Berlin he remained until the United States 
entered the war. Then he escaped across the 
Austrian frontier in a car provided for him 
by Prince Hohenlohe, for whom he rode in 
Austria. A period of internment followed, 
but the American was ultimately allowed to 
leave for Switzerland. 

Undaunted by these exciting experiences, 
and with the love of the thoroughbred and of 
the track strong within him, Archibald next 
made His way to Spain and at San Sebastian 
he won all the ‘important races. In 1922-he

DRIVING INTO TRAINS. 


The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul railroad 
notes a public response to its constant appeals 
for “safety first.” While highway crossing ac- 
cidents over the entire country took a toll of 
nearly 2,500 lives in 1926, an increase of 300 
over the 1925 figures, the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul record decreased 7 per cent. This 
is good news, for if one railroad can make prog- 
ress there is no reason. why others can not 
follow suit. It may be that the break has 
come, and that henceforth the grade accident 
statistics for the entire country will decline. 

In its report the Chicago, Milwaukee »& St. 
Paul calls attention to the fact that no fewer 
than 153 automobiles crashed into the sides 
of its trains during the year. This is care- 
lessness of the worst sort. A train is danger- 
ous, even when not in motion. It is up to the 
motorist to avoid the train, and the 153 drivers 
who guided their vehicles deliberately against 
the cars deserve no pity. 


DARING MARK SULLIVAN. 


Mark Sullivan, able political observer and 
reporter, has chosen to ignore the President’s 
official spokesman. ‘Mr. Coolidge quieted to- 
day the storm of discussion aroused by his 
unintentional allusion to Herbert Hoover last 
week,” reports Mr. Sullivan. Then follow 
such phrases as “the President explained” 
and ‘“‘the President added.” 

Something is going to happen. /Perhaps 
even now a United States marshal is hunting 
the indiscreet correspondent, armed with 
papers to place him in the calaboose. Senator 
Jim Reed may be hurrying back to Washing- 
ton, summoned for the purpose of extending 
still further the activities of his defunct slush 
fund committee. Thousands are wondering 
what could have’ prompted Mr. Sullivan, as 
stanch a Republican as ever breathed, to thus 
embarrass the President. The repercussion is 
bound to be wide.

VETERANS’ BUREAU SUPPLIES 


The District commissioners, acting upon the 
advice of the bureau of efficiency, have re- 
quested the veterans’ bureau to turn over to 
the District, without cost save as to freight 
and hauling, several thousand dollars’ worth 
of supplies and material now in storage at 
Perryville, Md. The material is no longer of 
use to: the bureau and has been listed as 
surplus. 

The list looks like the inventory of a large 
department store, It includes blankets, sheets, 
towels, pillowcases, dental equipment and hos- 
pital supplies, automobile accessories, cooking 
utensils, cutlery, coats, sponges and invalid 
chairs. In all there are approximately 1,000 
items, all of which can be put to good use 
by various branches of the District government. 

The workhouse, the reformatory, the na- 
tional training schools and the public welfare 
department will be the beneficiaries if the 
transfer can be arranged. Since the property 
is useless to the organization now holding 
title the general economy program requires 
that it be utilized elsewhere. It is to be 
hoped that the reply to the request of the 
commissioners will be favorable.

DEDUCTION AND DEAD LETTERS. 


The Postoffice Department has been trying 
for years to educate the users of the mails up 
to the point where they will take pains to write 
legibly, address carefully and place names of 
streets and numbers of houses on their com- 
munications, but without appreciably reducing | 
the number of pieces of mail matter that find 
their way to the dead-letter office. 

The department recognizes that much of this 
vast tonnage might be delivered if more care 
were exercised on the part of postmasters and 
their employes. Te bring about this desirable 
outcome the Acting First Assistant Postmaster 
General has ordered postmasters to select an _ 
experienced city distributor in each office to 
whom shall be referred all undeliverable mail. 
It is realized at last that some of these old- 
timers have knowledge of names and locations 
of business houses, which knowledge, if made 
available, might serve to materially reduce the 
number of ‘“‘dead”’ packages. 

Also such men are certain to have enough 
discretion and common sense ‘to prevent the 
return to the sender of a letter addressed to a 
well-known business man in “Berwin,” Md., 
which was intended for that business man in 
“Berwyn,” as was done a short time ago. The 
civil service clerk reported “no such office in 
State named” because he had probably passed 
100 per cent in spelling. 

They don’t use as much discretion in de- 
ciphering blind addresses in the dead-letter of- 
fice as they did in the days when John Wana- 
maker was Postmaster General. That official 
took great delight in exhibiting the result of 
the use of brains on the part of Mrs. Collins, 
then holding~a clerkship in the D. L. O. 

The exhibit in question was an envelope 
which had contained a letter from England ad- 
dressed to “‘Horsewigger, Horsewigger county, 
America.”” Mrs Collins promptly forwarded 
the missive to Oswego, Oswego ceunty, N. Y., 
with a request that the person receiving it send 
the envelope back. It reached its proper desti- 
nation, and Mrs, Collins explained her methods 
“In the first place the letter bore an English 
postage stamp; ergo, the natural assumption 
that the h’s were superfluous. With ‘h’ elimi- 
nated from the name of the town and the 
county we had, phonetically spelled, the only 
town in the United States sounding like Ors- 
wigger in a county of like sound, and of course 
that meant Oswego, the thriving city in north- 
ern New York.”

This action of the corporation calls public 
atténtion to the essential fact that the real 
value of any industrial plant, as represented in 
its stock, is not the buildings and machinery, 
but the managing brains, the skill and fore- 
sight of its managing heads and the future 
earning possibilities, 
only by means of rare genius in management. 

It is estimated that the capital invested in 
the industrial establishments of the United

ten years can be doybled, the stock may be 
doubled in market value without any large 
increase in the capital invested or actual addi-

compel Great Britain'to be just toward 
the American colonies in the matter of 
duties imposed upon imported articles, 
the colonial ‘merchants entered into an 
agreement not to import anything from 
Great Britain. while such oppressive 
laws existed.

duty. The government declined the 
offer, instead of conciliating the colo- 
nies by compliance, but gave the East 
India Co. permission to take its tea to 
America on its own accord free of ex- 
port duty.

» Beattle, Wash., April 20 (By A. P.).— 
Capt. George H. Wilkins, who was re- 


' ported safe today at Beechey Point, 


Alaska, avout 150 miles southeast’ of 
Point Barrow, had not been heard from 
since March 30, when he sent a brief 
wireless message that he was down on 
the ice, 125 miles from Point Barrow. 

With Carl B. Elielson as his pilot, 
Wilkins set out March 29 in a Stinson 
plane for an exploration flight over 
the unexplored Arctic ocean north of 
Alaska, The. plane had sufficient fuel 
for a fourteen-hour flight, and he had 
planned to fly out 600 miles from his 
Point Barrow base in search of thé 
mythical arctic continent. 


Relief Plane Found No Trace. 


A relief plane, manned by Alger Gra- 
ham, of Detroit, and an Eskimo guide, 
made several flights from Point Barrow 
in search of Wilkins and Elelson, but 
found no trace of the explorers or their 
plane. 

Graham returned last week to Fair- 


» banks for supplies.and planned to fly 


back to Point Barrow to continue res- 
cue attempts, although Wilkins had 
‘left specific instructions that no rescue 
expeditions should be organized if he 
did not return within three days. 

Wilkins and Elelson carried food for 
about two weeks on their plane, and 
expected to “live off tne country” by 
shooting game if they should not reach 
civilization by the time their supplies 
were exhausted. 

“This was Wilkins’ second venture into 
the arctic “blind spot.” Last year, after 
awseries of accidents and misfortunes, 
Wilkins and Eielson flew from Fair- 
banks to Point Barrow and out 150 
miles over the ice. Shortage of fuel 
and the coming of spring fogs pre- 
vented further exploration and Wil- 
kins was obliged to return. 


Snow Motors Were Failure. 


“The fuel shortage was caused by the 
failure of a snow motor supply train to 
r@ach Point Barrow. The snow motors 
proved impracticable and the supply 
train was imperiled with exhaustion 
and starvation before the attempt was 
given up. 

Wilkins sent large supplies of fuel 
to Point Barrow by boat last fall and 
planned to freight the remaining sup- 


“plies by air to Point Barrow this spring. 


One of his heavily loaded planes failed 
to raise from the Fairbanks aviation 
field and Wilkins engaged Joe Crosson. 
Fairbanks commercial aviator, to fly to 
Point Barrow with A. M. Smith, De- 
troit News représentative, with the 

rty. Crosson started off with only two 

ours’ notice, refueled. at Wiseman, 
about half way, and reached Point Bar- 
row shortly after Wilkins and his two 


_ planes arrived. 


When word of Wilkins and Elelson’s 
latest mishap after their hop off from 
Point Barrow was received, fears were 
felt by Alaskans for their safety. It was 
pointed out the spring fogs were ap- 
proaching, that extensive water leads 
existed off the arctic.coast of Alaska 
and that walking would be perilous. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


If available reports of Capt. George 
H. Wilkins’ arctic flight are correct, it 
must be considered a remarkable show- 
‘ing and proof that the airplane as well 
as the dirigible has come to stay in the 
arctic regions, Evelyn Briggs Baldwin, 
explorer and commander of the Bald- 
win-Zidgler polar expedition in 1901, 
declared last night. 

“I understand Wilkins made three 
landings on ice floes and flew one 
stretch of 500 miles,” he said. “If these 
reports are true this was a remarkable 
showing. I am not surprised, however, 
that no land was sighted. I have con- 
tended for years to naval authorities 
that theré is no large body of land‘ in 
the arctic.”

A jury of five men was selected with- 
pos difficulty, and John 8.

of the attorneys defending Mr. 
Gloth, waived all question of the stat- 
ute of limitations, declaring that he 
intended to show the charges were a 
ig of a political plot against his cli- 
ent. 

Mrs, Florence E. Cannon, attractively 
attired in black silk dress and black 
silk stockings, was the principal witness 
for the prosecution, but Mr. Barbour at- 
tacked her testimony and forced her to 
admit that she had herself taken at 
least one drink of liquor on various 
occasions on which she charged Mr. 
Gloth with having been under the in- 
fluence of liquor. The questions and 
her admission created something of a 
stir in the crowded courtroom. Mr. 
Barbour developed the admission, too, 
that when Mr. Gloth had sought her 
out to get the names of persons con- 
ducting a “policy” game in the county 
with the announced purpose of prose- 
cuting them, Mrs. Cannon had refused 
to give him the names. Mrs. Cannon 
said she had been a lobbyist, but had 
given it up. 

Mrs. Cannon insisted she was well 
able to judge of the condition of Mr. 
Gloth at the times complained of, in 
spite of the fact that she had had a 
drink herself on some of the occasions. 
Once, she said, she took a drink be- 
cause she had become chilled while 
sitting in an automobile near the polls 
in Arlington at the election in Novem- 
ber. She admitted that she was op- 
posed to Mr. Gloth politically and was 
eager to defeat him for reelection. She 
had been in concert with Hugh Reid, 
@ prospective candidate for county of- 
fice who has been active in county 
politics, Mrs. Cannon agreed. 

It was against’ Mrs. Cannon, 38 years 
old, that Mr. Barbour leveled his heavi- 
est bombardment of cross-examination, 
which she met smilingly and graciously. 
She made a picture in the witness 
chair, and seemed not unpleased with 
her knowledge of the fact. She ad- 
mitted that she had “shot craps” in 
the course of a gathering at which she 
had taken a drink. But that, she said, 
had nothing to do with the fact that 
Mr. Gloth was under the influence of 
intoxicating liquor at the times and 
places she said he was. 

Mrs. Cannon occupied the center of 
attention largely because she was de- 
pended on by Mr. Baillie as the star 
witness, through whose testimony he 
was to sustain his charges against the 
prosecuting attorney. Short and stout, 
gray haired, an old school orator, and 
with something of the inkiness of the 
typical country editor still about him. 
Mr. Baillie produced other witnesses 
to substantiate his charges. One of 
the charges was that Mr. Gloth was 
tipsy, or worse, at the races at Upper 
Marlboro, but under cross-examination 
it was disclosed that the races were 
not being run on the date specified. 
Mr. Baillie wanted to change the date 
by a week, but Judge Spratley -nolle 
prossed that one of the five charges. 

E. F. Batchellor, whom Mr. Gloth ac- 
cused of breaking up his home and of 
following him about, was one of the 
witnesses for the prosecution, testifying 
that the commonwealth attorney had 
threatened to kill him last Hallowe’en 
night, 

Mr. Batchellor declared that Mr. 
Gloth had come to his home in Arling- 
ton while under the influence of liquor 
and called him out and threatened him, 
insulting his wife, who witnessed the 
scene from the porch, declaring she 
was crazy. 

Gloth demanded that he come down 
the road with him, Batchellor said, and 
he “shook his finger in: my face and in 
obscene and filthy terms threatened to 
kill me,” Mr. Batchellor testified. “He 
struck at me several times. I said 1 
would get witnesses if he continued to 
talk like that. He said he didn’t want 
any witnesses. I raised my voice 60 
neighbors could hear. I told my wife to 
go into the house and get my gun. Gloth 
told me that he had a shotgun and if ] 
ever put my foot on his property he 
would kill me. Then I ordered him off 
my place.” 

That was October 30, 1926, Mr. 
Batchellor said. Mrs. Batchellor, his 
wife, substantiated his story. 

Frequently in the course of the tes- 
timony and cross-examination of wit- 
nesses there were consultations be- 
tween Mr. Barbour and Harry R. 
Thomas, vice president of the county

as Our body does require a combination} 


of foods rather than a great deal of 
any one food. We can not eat too 
many vegetables. They supply to us 
the necessary ruffage of which we hear 
s0 much, and they supply also miner- 
als that are necessary to our well being. 
We speak of vitamines. They are to 
be had in vegetables. And as you have 
asked this question, Mrs. Howard, and 
as it is the spring of the year, let us 
think again of the cookery of vegetables 
before we turn to our menu today. 

Many of the vegetables that we cook 
do not require water for the cooking 
and are far more tasty, far more nour- 
ishing and far less effort if cooked in 
the water that comes from the vege- 
table itself as it cooks. We should, 
for instance, not attempt to cook 
spinach in water other than the water 
that clings to the -leaves after it is 
washed and ‘shaken for the last time. 
This water jwill seep down into the 
bottom of the closed kettle in which 
the spinach is cooked, and other water, 
or juice, if you like, will seep out of 
the leaves and the- whole will form a 
liquor in which fhe spinach will cook 
beautifully. Then when the vegetable 
is to be served, much of the moisture 
will have dried away, and it will be 
of just the consistency for serving. 
Also it will have with it all of its 
nourishment which would have been 
thrown away in the water had it been 
cooked in water. 

This process is known as waterless 
cookery and a firm manufacturing 
cooking utensils has put out a special 
set ‘of cooking dishes for the top of 
the stove in which vegetables may be 
cooked in this manner. Much as I 
dislike to disagree with any one, I feel 
obliged to say that these dishes—or 
any particular dishes—-are not neces- 
sary to the success of waterless cookery. 
The pot need not be véry thick and sub- 
stantial. It is true that fire is fire, and 
just so hot, depending upon the amount 
applied. If we turn the flame up to an 
absurd degree the thick pot will pro- 
tect the vegetable for a certain time. 
But we have wasted our fuel, for the 
vegetable will cook just so fast and no 
faster—try as we may to speed, it up 
with additional fuel and hotter and 
hotter flame. To successfully cook 
without water in the equipment that Is 
already on our shelves it is necessary 
only that, once the food is simmering, 


(+ we turn the fire just high enough to 
+} keep it simmering and cook it the 


usual length of time. There will be no 
burning, and no scorching taste to the 
vegetable, provided our fire is low. I 
am quit sure of this, for we have made 
use of the excellent method of water- 
less cookery here at the studio for the 
period of its existence and we have yet 
to receive here a special utensil for the 
purpose. 

More than spinach may be cooked 
without water. Carrots should never 
cook in anything but a bit of butter 
and a flavoring of pepper and salt,

IF WE ONLY COULD FIND A CURE 
FOR COLDS. 
F somebody should invent a method 
of preventing colds, or 
method of curing a cold, say, within 
six kours, he should be able to sell it 
for about $100,000,000. Of course, that 
price is just a guess. The purchaser 
might beat the inventor down a matter 
of ten million or so, but what is a 
trifling matter of a few millions to a 
man who controls the rights for foreign 
lands? The steel corporation could af- 
ford to pay that price if the thing 
worked both ways. Maybe the Edison 
company would bid. ' 
The Edison company has been keep- 
ing records of absence of employes 
since. 1913. They find that sickness 
absenteeism costs them a great deal. 
They count loss of services on the basis 
of pay, They would find the cost still 
greater if they took into account, other 
losses besides wages; for instance, de- 
creased efficiency, disarrangement’ of 
prdouction schedules, idle equipment 
und loss of earnings on investments in 
wages. If the loss of the wage due'to 
doctor bills, nursing service, medicines 
and extra household expense were add- 
ed, the figure would be much larger 
than it is.

The number of days of.absence an- 
nually .on account of sickness is 8.9 
calendar days for males and 14 for 
females. 

Among males sickness caused twelve 
times as much absenteeism ag acci- 
ea The ratio with females was 171 
o 1. 

One-half of all tke absence records 
for men were due to respiratory dis- 
eases alone. These diseases caused 
nearly one-half of the total number of 
Gays lost by men. The loss by women 
on account of respiratory diseases did 
not reach quite the same percentage. 

Out of every ten men four lost time 
during the year on account of common 
colds. Out of every ten women, seven 
lost time on account of the same cause. 
The average man lost 1.4 days per year 
on account of colds. The average wo- 
man lost 2.1 days per year from that 
cause. 

As men and women increased in age 
they tended to stay at work. better. 
The number of sick spells a year tended 
to. decrease, but when an older person 
}got sick, it took him longer to get 
back to. work. 


p This experience of the Edison com- 
pany showed that paying wages to 
sick employes while they were away 
tended to increased absenteeism. The 
man-whose pay stopped when he did 
not show up for work was more likely 
to show up. Further, showing up for 
work when he was si“ did not seem 
to materially increase the length of

The sickness absenteeism rates are 
changed very much by the basis on 
which they are figured. Some con- 
cerns do not begin to count until after 
eight days, others after three days;

For 
instance, a concern that does not be- 
gin figuring until after one week does 
not report so heavy a rate due to colds. 
To. get a record of a heavy absence rate 
from monthly disorders, constipation 
and headaches, the record must show 
the absences for part days.

EW YORK, April 20 (By A..P.).— 

Mary K. Browne, for fifteen years 

a conspicuous figure in American 
sports, today was declared. ineligible to 
compete as an amateur golfer. 

After a day and a half of delibera- 
tion the executive committe of the 
United States Golf association late this 
afternoon handed down a ruling that 
the former California star of court and 
links had “acted in a manner detri- 
mental to the best interests of golf” in 
turning professional as a tennis player 
last winter. 

The decision, officials said; would bar 
her from all amateur tournament com- 
petition in this country as a golfer. 
While the verdict of the committee ap- 
plies particularly to championship 
events, it will also be effective among 
the sectional associations governed by 
the parent body. 


The bars thus have been raised 
against the only fair athlete in the 
nation who achieved the amazing 
record of reaching national title 
finals in both tennis and golf. 


Although ten committeemen came to 
the meeting yesterday with a pro- 
nounced division of opinion prevailing, 
the opposition to further acceptance of 
Miss Browne as an amateur sufficient- 
ly strong to bring about a unanimous 
vote on the following resolution: 

“Resolved, That by reason of the 
manner in which Miss Mary: K. Browne 
has capitalized her skill in amateur 
athletics, in the opinion of the executive 
committee she has acted in a manner 
detrimental to the best interests and 
true spirit of the game of golf and 
she is, therefore, declared ineligible to 
compete in any amateur tournament 
under the jurisdiction of this associa- 
tion.” 

Miss Browne’s case, unique in the 
history of the organization, was not 
specifically covered in the rules de- 
fining professionalism, neither is it 
covered in the regulations governing 
applications for reinstatement. The as- 
sociation often has restored to amateur

Among the survivors, according to 
dispatches to the railway authorities, 
are E. 8. de Lima, vice president of 
the Banca de Mexico and director of 
the National Railways, and Eduardo 
Mestre, president of the Institution of 
Public Charity in Mexico City. 

Railway headquarters is without sat- 
isfactory details of the affair, but fears 
are expressed that 100 or more passen- 
gers were killed. Some of the officials 
are of the opinion that the savage 
ferocity displayed by the rebels was 
due to the fact that the soldiers guard- 
ing the train gave them a sharp battle 
at the outset. The military detach- 
ment now is said to have consisted of 
50. men and 2 officers, who apparently 
fought until the last was dead. 

The entire ‘train was burned. It 
consisted of two express cars, one first 
class and one second class coach and 
two or three Pullmans. 

The state of Tamaulipas will break 
off relations with the state of Chi- 
huakua owing to the recent deposition 
of Gov.

“In the 110-foot height district, 
buildings may be erected to a height 
mot exceeding 130 feet or twelve stories, 
provided such buildings face or abutt 
@ street or streets not less than 110 feet 
wide between building lines and pro- 
vided, further, that above the 110-foot 
Iével all outside walls are set back 6 
inches for each foot of height above 
this level.” 

This permits the style of tall build- 
ings now in vogue in New York, of pyra- 
midal design, smaller in floor area as 
the height increases. It made it unnec- 
essary for the commission to rule on 
applications in behalf of the estate of 
Mr. John R. McLean for permission to 
erect exactly the kind of structure de- 
scribed in the amendment on the block 
bounded by H. I. and Fifteenth streets 
and Vermont avenue northwest, and by 
the Earle theater building for permis- 
sion to add stories. These developments 
may now be made under the code as 
amended 


Rezoning Is Prevented. 


The Walter Reed hospital authori- 
ties, with a unique communication, 
read at the hearing, prevented the re- 
Soning, from residential to commercial 
area, of the northeast corner of 
Georgia avenue and Butternut street 
northwest, wher: it wis intended to 
install a drug store acro-s the street 
from the hospital grounds. Four ob- 
jections to the change were cited by 
the army officers, as -ollows: 

“It has been our experience that in 
the vicinity of an army post, with a 
largely transient population of young 
soldiers, regardless of the intentions 
of the proper owners, objectionable 
characters eventually obtain possession 
of or are allowed to rent stores and 
shops to engage in such business as 
cambling, bootlegging, sale of nar- 
cotics, illegal disposition of govern- 
ment proper ~, &c. These enterprises 
are carried on surrep ‘tiously and suc- 
cessfully despite all efforts of the mili- 
tary authorities to discourage patron- 
age and the best cooperation of the 
police to detect and punish. 

“Convalescent and crippled patients 
would patronize the. places and it 
would be’a menace to their limbs and 
lives in crossing the street, owing to 
the traffic that is constantly passing 
at this point. 


Prey on Patients. 


“Patients discharged from the mili- 
tary service for mental deficiency of 
not sufficient degree to warrant com- 
mitment to an institution and who are 
given their final army pay on discharge 
from the hospital, fall an easy prey to 
obnoxious characters who, if allowed to 
do business near the hospital, are 
familiar with and are on the lookout 
for such cases as described. 

“There are at the hospital young 
women and men undergoing instruc- 
tion in various schools established here. 
Mingling of the sexes is not allowed 
and can be successfully controlled as 
now arranged. Such institutions as 
mentioned, so near the hospital, would 
provide places where these young 
women and men could mix with one 
another and would lead to relation- 
ships that would interfere with the 
work these young people are doing and 
mar their efficiency in the hospital and 
probably cause the dismissal of some.”

Sixteenth Street Under 
Consideration. 


LARGE EXPENDITURE 
REQUIRED-FOR WORK 


Commission Suggests $90,- 
000 Available Be Spent on 
Park Grading. 


Elimination of one entrance leading 

from Sixteenth street to the terrace of 
Meridian Hill park, Sixteenth and W 
streets, has been suggested to the office 
of public buildings and public parks 
by the commission of fine arts, and is 
now under consideration by the former 
office. 
_ It was explained that since the dis- 
cussion of Meridian Hill park matters 
with the Senate committee on apro- 
priations, and in view of the very large 
expenditures that must be made in’ 
order to put. the park in condition, it 
had seemed best-to go over plans care- 
fully in order to determine how: the 
appropriations made by Congress can 
be spent most advantageously. 

As the commission understands the 
wording of the appropriation for the 
coming year, Lieut. Col. U. S. Grant 3d, 
director, office of public buildings and 
public parks, has about: $90,000 to 
spend-on walls, entrances and grading. 

A preliminary survey suggested to the 
commission that the entrance leading 
from Sixteenth street’ to the terrace 
might be eliminated without detriment 
and with positive advantage to the de- 
sign, was conveyed to Charles A. Platt 
and William Mitchell Kendall, both of 
whom were members of the commssiion 
at the time the plan for Meridian Hill 
park was under discusison. 


Would Omit Entrance. 


Mr. Platt and Mr. Kendall made their 
examinations in the office of Mr. Vitale, 
who has had charge of planting in the 
park, and t is the opinion of all three 
that it will be of advantage’to the de- 
sign of the park to omit this entrance, 
Mr. Platt calling attention.to the fact 
that no studies have been made to con- 
nect the entrance with the terrace at 
this juncture. 

The commission inspected first the 
plans and then the park itself, and its 
members were convinced that it would 
be a- positive advantage to the design 
of the park to omit this entrance. 

They- explained that the distance be- 
tween the broad entrance on Sixteenta 
street. leading to the platform and the 
Buchanan. memorial in the. lower 
garden, together with the. two entrances 
farther up Sixteenth street, provide 
ample facilities to the public entering 
the. park, the ramp at the corner of 

ixteenth and W streets permitting 
further access. 

The commission, therefore, suggests 
that coincident with completion of the 
walls and entrances specified, as. much 
money as can be expended properly on 
grading be so spent with the view of 
getting the park in presentable shape, 
this helping to secure the necessary ap- 
propriations for the terrace and the 
cascade. 

It was said that there have been s0 
many changes in the. W street wall and 
entrances, since the plan now before 
the commission was made, that its 
members would be pleased to have & 
study of that section of the park sub- 
mitted for consideration at its May 
meeting.
